of tho United Statoa, amnnblo ;to tho Fed- 
eral laws and compntout to servo on juries 
in tho United States Courts, 


Third—That tbo landa now bold in . com- 


mon ahall bo divided and held in flovoraH-y, 
but innliouablo for n limited term of years. 


Tbo sub-committoo do not nt present 


recommend tho ostnbliahmont by Congress 
of n regular territorial government for those 
Indians, but provide merely that they shall 
bo entitled to representation in Congrohs 
by a Delegate. 
Tho 
sub-conmrittoo will 


probably advise tbo insertion in tho pro- 
posed bill of a proviso tbnt tho conditional 
land grants which tho various railroad com-
